We Wish the Peace of Justice, the
Peace of Righteousness, Says Presi-
dent Castro, and No Nation Has
Comeg to Fear Venezuela.

New Yorky March 31.—A desire for
a peacible adjustment of Venezuela's
financlal troubles is relterated by Pres-
Ident Castro of that “republic In an
interview cabled by the Carseas cor-
respondent of the Herald President
Castro Is quoted as follows: |,

“I have seen from the first that no
danger was likely to arise out of the
affalrs which have unduly, occupied
public attention.

“Aslde from other reasons, Venezuela
places completa confidénce In  the
words of Presldent Roosevelt, who
sald: "America’s attitide toward all
nations should be one of cordial and
sincere friendship. We should show
strongly our desire for thelr good will
by acting toward them (n a spirit of
just and generous recognition of all
their rights, We wish peace, but we
wish the peace of justice, the peace of
righteousness. No weak nation that
acts rightly and justly should ever
have cause to fear us'
